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Amendments & Claim Status 

[1] This office action is responsive to Amendment Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.111 received on Apr. 
3, 2009. Claims 1-8 and 10 remain pending. 



[2] Claims 1-8 and 10 allowed. 

[3] The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claim 1, while the prior art teaches a play information obtaining section 
configured to obtaining and recognizing play even information including characteristic 
movements of each of the players from picture information included in the contents, and an 
image substance recognizing section configured to make a comparison between a score 
information item obtained immediately before and after a point in time, 

the prior art of record does not teach the play event information obtaining section 
obtaining and recognizing play event information including characteristic movements (e.g., a 
forehand, backhand swing of tennis) of each of the players from picture information included in 
the contents, and an image substance recognizing section making a comparison between a score 
information item obtained immediately before and after a point in time. 

Claim 1 allowed by analogy. Claims 2-8 allowed by dependency.
